Pilot Award; Polk first inductee 


Fulton County Elementary/ 
Middle School has established 
a new tradition: a Hall of Fame 
for former graduates who have 
used their FCEMS education to 
achieve great things in life. 

The first FCEMS Hall of Fame 
inductee was 2013 graduate PV2 
Ladarrian S. Polk, who recently 
placed first out of a class of 
225 in U.S. Army Combat 
Engineering School. Polk was 
one of four honor graduates and 
the recipient of the U.S. Army 
“Sapper Award,” for being the 
best combat engineer. 

All Hall of Famers are 
automatically awarded the 
greatest honor FCEMS can give: 
the PILOT Award - a medal 


given for superior achievement, 
leadership and character. The 
PILOT award was presented 
to PV2 Polk during a special 
school assembly. During the 
event, students were told of 
the many ways Polk has been 
able to use his Fulton County 
education in doing his job, and 
how that education has helped 
Polk achieve prominence in his 
field. 

Polk spoke from the heart 
to the assembled group telling 
students to have a goal and to 
follow that goal, no matter what 
others may say or think. He told 
students that he would be there 
for them if they needed help; and 
how coming from a close-knit 


community such as Hickman 
sustained him during the hard 
days of his training. Polk urged 
students to pay attention in 
school and to stay off drugs. 

Principal Julie Jackson, in 
presenting the PILOT medal to 
Polk, called him the “Top Pilot” 
of our educational community 
and thanked him for being 
such a positive role model for 
students. She spoke of the great 
pride everyone at FCEMS took 
in Polk’s achievements. 

Polk has also been honored 
with a bulletin board at the 
entrance to the school building 
which lists his honors and 
cites the challenging tasks he 
performs doing his job.

They 
cannot have a criminal record. 


“I was really pleased by the 
turnout,” said FCEMS Assistant 
Principal Michael Cole, who 
organized the event. “This is 
a great program and I think it 
could make a huge difference to 
our students.” 

The goal of Watch D.O.G.S. is 
twofold: provide positive male 
role models for students, and 
enhance school security. “Our

75 Years Ago

Apparently some progress was made toward a temporary solu¬ 
tion of the city street lighting problem Tuesday at the special meet¬ 
ing called by the Hickman Fions Club at the Rex Theatre, Mr. F.P. 
Hite, Western Division Manager of Kentucky Utilities explained 
to the group that the discontinuance of the street lighting service 
had nothing to do with the negotiations with the city council for a 
franchise. This action was taken by the company officials, he said, 
when the city failed to pay its current bills, or make any arrange¬ 
ments with the company to assure that the bills would ever be paid. 
He stated that the city hall had been falling behind in the payment 
of its obligations to the Kentucky Utilities Company over a period 
of some 13 years. Some payments have been made during this time, 
but he said that five years ago the debt had amounted to $9,000 
and at the present time, the city owes them $14,700 for water and 
light services rendered. As means of getting lights on the streets 
at once, it was proposed by the citizens at the meeting that money 
be advanced to pay the current light bill and the company turn on 
the lights and leave them on as long as the money was paid up in 
advance for each current month. And in the meantime, the council, 
and the company could continue their negotiations for a settlement 
on the other bill. Mr. Hite stated that he believed that the company 
would consider putting the lights on at once if the bill accured since 
January 1st was paid. Dee Henry and E. Dobson stated that they 
would pay their taxes now, instead of waiting until fall, provided 
this money would be used to pay the current bill and obtain street 
lighting at once. The amount of these two payments would provide 
lights for three months. Mrs. Sally Simpkins, who lives on Ashland 
Street in West Hickman, has shown the world that she doesn’t have 
to live along a dark street, just because the city is in a jam with the 
Utilities Company. While the rest of the folks are groping along 
through dark streets and dodging spooky looking corners, Mrs. 
Simpkins attaches a long extension cord to the light wires in her 
residence and hangs a big light bulb on the street light pole so that 
she and all her neighbors can find their way home safely. And it is 

a much better light than the city 
had been providing.

school year 2013-14. “We 
made sure all current contracts 
were taken care of, signed and 
dated for 2013-14,” stated Supt. 
Collins. “We also want to make 
sure that everyone understands 
in 2014-15 all classified and 
certified staff, if you are 
employed in Fulton County 
Schools you will receive a 
contract. On that contract it 
will have your years of service, 
years of experience, the number 
of days worked, your rank and 
your salary. That will make it 
a more complete contract from 
what we currently have.” This 
will ensure that everyone is paid 
properly and that it is stated 
clearly in their personnel files. 

Tell Survey report is available 
on line and based on what the 
board found out during their site 
base visits and facilities. “I have 
gone over these results in the 
past and want to make sure we 
get it on record,” added Supt. 
Collins. 

The board will continue to 
look at possible incentives for 
high school teachers interested 
in gaining credentials to teach 
dual credit courses. “I want to 
keep this on your minds,” stated 
Supt. Collins to the board. 
University course costs are 
approximately $2,000 EACH, 
which includes registration fees 
and materials.

There 
are five high school teachers 
currently interested in taking 
required classes. Teachers 
Mitchell Williamson and Mat 
Dillon are close to completing 
their classes and have received 
funding assistance through the 
Four Rivers Foundation. 

“We will reap the rewards,” 
stated Supt. Collins when 
talking about teachers interested 
in qualifying to offer dual 
credit courses to Fulton County 
students. 

Currently Fulton County 
High School students who take 
online classes are passing their 
respective courses with A’s and 
B’s, Dean of Students Ellen 
Murphy informed the board. 

The board adjourned at 
7:59 p.m. and is scheduled to 
reconvene in regular session on 
Thursday, Jan. 16, 2014 at the 
board office.

unit. 

Sure, there were ‘speed 
bumps.’ Late night sicknesses, 
surgeries and lots of ear 
problems to deal with, but the 
children continued to grow and 
slowly bond with their new 
family. 

Other hiccups include having 
your heart broken. “It happened 
to us twice,” said Tamra. 
“Two times different family 
members wanted to take on the 
responsibility of the threesome, 
but eventually backed out and 
we got them back.” This was in 
December 2011. 

As the Parkers learned the 
ropes of the court system 
learning about time lines and 
meeting and dealing with 
members of the birth families, 
they felt like they were being 
called upon to shift from foster 
parents to adoptive parents. “We 
didn’t have a clue about any of 
it,” Tamra said, “The timelines 
are the most difficult aspect and 
it can all be a bit scary.” 

About a year ago is when the 
Parkers made the ‘big’ decision 
to take that final step in making 
their family of seven permanent. 


“We began researching and 
reviewing the process and our 
options in December 2012,” 
stated Tamra. “In July 2013 we 
signed the intent to adopt.” 

Five months later on Dec. 
12, a joyous occasion was 
shared on the Fulton County 
courthouse steps when Triston 
Lee, Carolina Joy, and Molly 
Ann became Parkers. A week 
later, the kids and Tamra came 
home from school and work, 
just like they do everyday. 

Everyone went to their 
respective places and Triston, 
now 5, and Carolina, 4, showed 
mommy what they got from 
school. While, Molly Ann said, 
“Mommy, open this.” All three 
of the newest Parkers were 
hovering around mommy. 

When asked what it means 
to be adopted Triston said, “I 
wanted to be adopted by mommy 
and daddy and I changed my last 
name to Parker.” Triston is now 
in kindergarten and recognizes 
his own name. 

Triston’s middle name was 
also changed to Lee, which 
was his mother’s middle name. 
Carolina’s middle name went

Molly was the 
name of the little girl that was 
adopted from China, who in 
essence changed the life of the 
Parkers without even realizing 
it and Ann is Chad’s sister’s 
name. Molly, who loves sitting 
on mommy’s lap, likes to share. 
She will even offer you a lick of 
her Tootsie pop. 

Kaitlyn, the eldest of the 
Parker children and in the 8th 
grade, is very outgoing and had 
a role in the church’s recent 
Christmas play. She definitely 
has more responsibility with 
four younger siblings, instead of 
just one and seems to be taking 
it all in stride. 

Carson, reserved and serious 


about life, loves to play sports 
and be outdoors and it won’t 
be long before he is showing 
Triston the ropes. 

Looking back on it all, 
Tamra’s advice to anyone who 
is contemplating become foster 
parents is to be flexible. “It can 
be a long process and you might 
even get your heartbroken or 
have it filled with so much 
love.” 

There are so many people 
who have helped the Parkers 
become a family. From the ones 
who ran to Walmart picking up 
supplies on that first late night, 
the ones who brought food and 
the ones who helped bath the 
children, you know who you are 
and it all definitely helped the 
Parkers answer the call to adopt 
three beautiful children. 

“The community has accepted 
them,” said Tamra. “So many 
people helped us out in the 
beginning and we are forever 
grateful for them.” 

With Chad, Tamra, Kaitlyn 
and Carson’s help, the beginning 
of Triston Lee, Carolina Joy, and 
Molly Ann’s story is filled with 
happiness.

Storm door savings

Although a door is a relatively 
small area compared to the en¬ 
tire wall area of the house, your 
primary door can be the source 
of air leaks that waste energy. 
From the energy-efficiency 
standpoint, the most important 
benefits of a storm door are the 
extra dead air space between it 
and the primary door, and the 
way it blocks wind. Buying an 
aluminum storm door is the 
typical low-cost option. They’re 
very lightweight and made to 
fit standard-sized openings, so 
installing one is a simple do-it- 
yourself project. If you plan to 
use natural ventilation during

officer,” says Cole. “This means 
extra security for our district. 
The Watch D.O.G.S. will check 
doors, patrol the hallways, 
and monitor the buildings and 
grounds.”

Motor fuels tax rate to decline 
by 1.5 cents per gallon on Jan. 1 


FRANKFORT, Ky. (Dec. 19, 
2013) - Kentucky’s “gas tax” 
on sales of gasoline, diesel and 
ethanol motor fuels will de¬ 
crease by 1.5 cents per gallon 
on New Year’s Day, reflecting 
a drop in the calculated average 
wholesale fuel price. 

The decrease would result 
in a loss to the Kentucky Road 
Fund of about $45 million on an 
annualized basis. 

“The Road Fund is our source 
of revenue for building, improv¬ 
ing and maintaining Kentucky 
roads and bridges, so any loss 
of revenue is concerning,” Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Secretary 
Mike Hancock said Thursday. 

The tax on motor fuels is a 
classic user fee, paid by those 
who use public highways and 
bridges. It has three compo¬ 
nents: 

• Variable excise tax. 

• Supplemental user fee of 5 
cents per gallon 

• Underground Storage Tank 
cleanup fee of 1.4 cents per gal¬ 
lon. 

There also is a federal tax of 


18.4 cents per gallon of gaso¬ 
line. 

The excise tax was enacted in 
1920. But in the 1980s, the Ken¬ 
tucky Legislature provided for a 
variable excise tax as a percent¬ 
age of average wholesale price 
(AWP) of gas and diesel. 

The variable excise tax rises, 
falls or stays unchanged from 
quarter to quarter on the basis of 
a survey of AWP of motor fuels. 
The survey is conducted by the 
Department of Revenue in the 
first month of each quarter (Jan¬ 
uary, April, July and October) 
and the change in rate - if any 
- takes effect on the first day of 
the first month of the following 
quarter. 

For purposes of the excise tax 
rate, the amount of any increase 
in the AWP is capped at 10 per¬ 
cent, per year. 

By virtue of the October 2013 
survey, the state variable excise 
tax will decline by 1.5 cents per 
gallon on Jan. 1, 2014 - to 24.4 
cents per gallon from 25.9 cents. 
The last decrease in the excise 
tax was in October 2010.

part of the year, a self-storing 
triple-track storm/screen door is 
your most convenient option. I 
use this type in my own home. 
The screen panel has its own 
vertical track in the door, so it 
never has to be removed. At the 
end of winter, just slide one of 
the glass panels down and slide 
the screen panel up for venti¬ 
lation. Another option uses a 
spring-mounted roll-up retract¬ 
able screen built into the door. 
This design is attractive because 
the screen is hidden away dur¬ 
ing winter. 

Build it yourself 

If your budget is really tight, 
consider making your own 
storm door. Make a simple 
wooden frame with only the top 
half open and a plywood lower 
panel. This panel improves ri¬ 
gidity for a more airtight seal 
and better durability. It is easy 
to mount hinges in the exist¬ 
ing door opening for the storm 


door. To mount clear acrylic 
plastic to use in the door, make 
a second wooden frame slightly 
larger than the opening in the 
upper half. If you prefer more 
durability and efficiency, and 
a perfectly clear view outdoors 
is not critical, select double- 
walled polycarbonate instead of 
acrylic. Whatever you choose, 
simply screw the framed plas¬ 
tic onto the storm door open¬ 
ing. Make a similar frame with 
screening in it for summer use. 
Nail spring steel weatherstrip¬ 
ping in the door opening on the 
latch side and top and bottom. 
This type of weatherstripping is 
very durable. Adhesive-backed 
foam weatherstripping is effec¬ 
tive in compression on the hinge 
side.
